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At Secretary of State we’re concerned with peo- 
ple. Our programs and activities are aimed at pro- 
moting knowledge, understanding and pride in our 
country, its cultures, history and traditions. Our 
work touches almost everyone who lives in 
Canada: people pursuing educational goals; desir- 
ing citizenship; people wishing to exercise their 
official language rights; striving to retain racial 
and cultural identities in our multicultural society; 
people wishing to maintain and exercise their 
human rights and freedoms; young people want- 
ing to broaden their knowledge of Canada; people 
in voluntary groups seeking to make a contribu- 
tion to their community and their country. 


THE SECRETARY OF STATE AND 
EDUCATION 


The Government of Canada believes that the 
wealth of our country is reflected in the level of 
education attained by its people. A population 
that is trained and educated is essential to an 
economically successful and culturally vibrant 
nation, particularly in the complex technological 
era in which we live. 


THE CANADIAN GOVERNMENT’S 
ROLE IN POST-SECONDARY 
EDUCATION 


One of the most important responsibilities of 
the Secretary of State is to help Canadians con- 
tinue their education beyond the secondary or 
high school level. By supplying funds to the pro- 
vinces and territories to help cover the cost of 
post-secondary education, and by providing loan 
guarantees to financially needy students at the 
post-secondary level, the Government of Canada 
aims to ensure accessibility to post-secondary 
education programs for all qualified Canadians and 
the opportunity for academically eligible citizens to 
be admitted to any university or college in 
Canada. 

Although the provinces and territories have 
constitutional responsibility for education, the 
Canadian government has been financially in- 
volved in post-secondary education since 1876, 
when it established the Royal Military College. 
Regular grants to provinces were established in 
1910 to develop agricultural techniques and trai- 
ning, and to upgrade vocational, technical and 
industrial education. War veterans also were 
helped with loans and grants to pursue a post- 
secondary education. 

In 1951, the Government of Canada began to 
provide general support for post-secondary institu- 
tions, introducing a system of direct, per capita 
grants to the universities. The funding mechanism 
has changed a number of times since then, but 
the principle of general support has remained. 


In the past 30 years, the Canadian govern- 
ment’s annual support to post-secondary educa- 
tion has grown from about $7 million to $3.6 bil- 
lion. This is in addition to other Government of 
Canada programs that support more specific acti- 
vities, such as university research and technical 
training at colleges. These increasing contributions 
have helped in the creation and development of 
educational institutions to meet the needs of a 
growing post-secondary student population. 


CANADA STUDENT LOANS 


Through Secretary of State, the Government of 
Canada guarantees loans made by lending institu- 
tions to eligible students. It also pays interest on 
the loans while the students are enrolled and for 
a set period afterwards. The students then are re- 
sponsible for arranging repayment. All provinces 
and territories participate in the loan plan except 
Quebec, which receives alternate funding to 
administer its own program. Each province or ter- 
ritory determines who is eligible under established 
criteria, and issues the authority for qualified stu- 
dents to obtain guaranteed loans. Since its incep- 
tion in 1964, more than one million have benefit- 
ted from the loans program. 


OFFICIAL LANGUAGES IN 
EDUCATION 


For all Canadians, feeling at home in this 
country implies being able to use their official lan- 
guage. Many Anglophones in Quebec and many 
Francophones living in other provinces and terri- 
tories are concerned with the enrichment of their 
language and culture and, in particular, the edu- 
cation of their children in their mother tongue. 


Since 1970, the Department of the Secretary of 
State has provided funds to help the provinces 
and territories give their official language. minori- 
ties the opportunity to have their children educa- 
ted in their own language, at the primary, secon- 
dary and post-secondary levels. These programs 
also help Canadians learn their second official 
language. 

There are two types of funding. The first is 
based on instruction costs and the number of par- 
ticipating students in each province or territory. 
Additional funds are available for innovations, 
additions to existing programs and responses to 
special needs which would not otherwise be met, 
such as the establishment of language immersion 
classes or the purchase of school books. Some 
assistance is provided direct to individuals, for 
example, to help them pursue studies in their first 
official language outside their own province, or to 
study the second official language. 


SUPPORT FOR CANADIAN 
STUDIES 


Canadians can develop a sense of belonging to 
their country and its people by learning more 
about one another and about Canada. Secretary of 
State’s National Program of Support for Canadian 
Studies contributes to the organization and promo- 
tion of activities and learning experiences aimed at 
helping Canadians to know more about their 
country. 

We provide financial support to help Canadians 
assemble information on Canada and present it in 
a stimulating fashion to the general public and 
special interest groups. We also help individuals 
and organizations promote greater use of material 
already available. The emphasis is on projects 
with national application, which serve members of 
both official language communities. The program 
provides funding to national organizations working 
to promote Canadian studies at all levels of the 
educational system. 


PROGRAM OF CANADIAN 
ETHNIC STUDIES 


To heighten Canadian awareness of the ethnic 
and cultural richness of our country, the Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State encourages and 
supports research and university courses on 
important aspects of multiculturalism and its place 
in Canadian society. As well, professional educa- 
tors are encouraged to include aspects of our mul- 
tiracial society in elementary and high school 
curricula. 


INTERNATIONAL ACTIVITIES 


We at Secretary of State also ensure that 
Canada’s activities in education are well known 
abroad and that the interests of Canada in the 
field of education are well represented internation- 
ally. Our delegates participate, along with provin- 
cial representatives, in the work of international 
organizations, exchanging information with other 
countries and participating in negotiations of inter- 
national agreements.
